Swan Island 


Swan Island is located 95 miles from Honduras in the Caribbean. There are 
three main islands, Great Swan, Little Swan, and Booby Cay. Discovered by 
Christopher Columbus in 1502 A.D., he named them Islas de Las Pozas 
(Islands of the Pools). They were renamed in the 1700s after the Captain of the 
Cygnet, Charles Swan who was captured by pirates. 


It became a US possession in the 1840s when an American entrepreneur, John Valentine White, began exploring 
for guano (not hard to find) on the island. In 1857 he claimed the island under the Guano Act of 1840. One may 
wonder why someone would mine guano. Well, the islands were transferred to the Atlantic and Pacific Guano Com- 
pany who sold shares of stock totaling $5,000,000. Even today that is a lot of poop! The owners even minted their 
own currency, not unlike our currency today... pretty worthless! (Cash is Trash... Warren Buffett, An Editor position 
and $5 can get you a cup of coffee). 


The ownership of the island passed through a few hands and ended up in the possession of the American Fruit 
Company who grew coconut palms there and also established the first wireless relay station for the American fleet 
in the Caribbean. It also relayed hurricane information. Over the years this station passed to the U.S. Weather Bu- 
reau and then to NWS, then to the FAA and back to the NWS. The islands were also used for a USDA cattle quar- 
antine station. This went on into the 1960s. 


One interesting story is Radio Swan. The CIA set up a broadcast station in 1960 to aid in the invasion of Cuba, Ra- 
dio Americas. Furthermore, they established a covert training base there for the invasion. After the Bay of Pigs the 
station was taken down and moved to their next covert op, Vietnam. The island used in 1987 by the CIA to train the 
Contras. 


Another interesting story revolves around a group of Texas high school kids in 1965. They robbed a local armory, 
formed an “army” with the intent of freeing “oppressed countries”. They trained on US soil! There first op was opera- 
tion Liberation of Swan Island. You know, even back then there were kooks who did strange things! The difference 
back then is we identified them as nuts and did not try to placate them by normalizing their behavior. 


There was a standing argument over possession of the islands. Honduras claimed them on the basis that Colum- 
bus, an Italian that apparently spoke Spanish, claimed the islands for Spain and the islands should be in the pos- 
session of the nearest Spanish speaking country. Maybe that will work for us today. We have to pick an island that 
was discovered by an English speaking nation and wrest away from a non-English speaking country!
